GETS 8IG CASH BOOTY AND ESCAFES 



Backs Out with Leveled 
■ Guns and Warnings; 
. . Escape in Darkness 

• At Waukegan on Saturday evening last, 
at about 10:45, occurred one of the boldest 
caaes of hold-ups that has ever occurred in 
that city. Entering the saloon through 
the side door on Water street they held up 
and robbed Charles Womber, tbe proprie- 
tor, and four others, getting away with a 
sum exceeding three hundred dollars. 

Tho polico are working on tho case with 
Bmatl hope of capturing tne footpads, as 
there is not the slightest cluo to their 
identity. ; , 

Charles Wember, owner of the saloon, 
was robbed .of 6280.90 f rom the cash regis- 
ter. ; * ■. 

Billy Wember, forced to stand in front 
of store, relieved of smal change. - 
. Tony Lcnkia, .relieved of 75 cents; and 
twenty dollars in a wallet which be drop' 
pod on the floor, placing hia foot over it, 
ho saved, 

Jack Lotosk was relieved of $1.75 that 
bo had in a small pocketbook. 

August, Swedish man «whoso last name 
is not known, relieved of 830. This mnkes 
tho total flum of tbe plunder 8313.40. 
, It waa just fifteen minutes to eleven, 
Wember says, when the bold up took place. 
Charlea Womber was behind tho bnr when 
tbe two masked men entered tbe etde door, 

"Hands up," ordered one of the men. 

"No," sold-Wumber, Ho 'thought that 
frieada were playing a joke on him. ; The 
eyes of the man behind the gun glinted 
with on Ugly light/ Tie ripped Pot a'sCring 
of oaths and Wember's hands went up aa 
high as ha could .get them. One of the 
customers, August, the Swede, started to 
walkout. 

"Back up there," commanded the hold 
ups with leveled guns. August backed. 

The hold ups wero dressed in long ul- 
sters', On their beads' were stiff hats. 
Black* mufflers were wrapped n round the 
lower part of their faces. One ot tbe 
mufflers continually slipped and the man 
who- wore it was nervous as though he 
feared recognition. One had two revolvers 
and the other one. 

. The man with the one gun; walked be- 
hind the bar with gun pointed at Wember 
and opened tho cash register. He took 
frem It $280,00 in cash of all denomina- 
tion a, not seeing that ho left 835 stilt in 
the till. Thoaafe, with 8500 in it'; was 
not touched, , A valuable diamond ring 
that Charles Womber had on his finger was 
also left behind,' the robbers not seeing it 
although, as Wember telU it, "I had my 
hands as high as I could get them and the 
ring was oh," ; 

Tbe other people in the saloon were then' 
goao through. Billy Wember had 'been 
ordered to tho' front of the saloon, the com- 
mand also being, given to draw the curtain. 

The .two robbers then backed to the 
frontdoor with, leveled, guns^ "The first 
one. who movo3 getvabullot," said tbe man 
with' ttje two gums while the man with tbe 
one opened the fronV door. Both backed 
outran* than with Jpina still ready for ac- 
tion fled south on Sheridan road, across tbo, 
south Genesee street bridge and down Lake 
street where, all trace of them wns lost. 

Charles' Wember rushed to tho telephone 
at once and sent in the alarm to the police 
station. ' .Officers t searched the vicinity 
without result.' 

,. The night -for .the hold .up was .welf 
chosen, -It was wire milt paynight and tbo 
saloon keepaM always havo an extra largo 
amount of money on hand to cash checks 
that uiay he offered by cos tomors, Tbo 
Wembore generally hnvo at least a cool 
thousand 'for thia purpose, Rarely has 
\thoro ,. been such a crowd with checks to 
cosh at there Was Saturday night.

Brave Racine Boys Rescue 

two KenoshaGirls from 

a Terrible Fate 



GIRLS OH WHY TD THE THEATER 



Girls of Thirteen Make a 

Frantic Fight with a 

Youngr Stranger 

Two well known Racine boys, John 
Scbolzen and Chris Evenson, saved two 
school girls from a terrible fate Wednes- 
day while on their way to Kenosha in a 
cutter, by' whipping up their horses and 
hurrying to the rescue of tbe screaming 
children, who thoughtlessly bad accepted 
the offer of a total stranger to give them a 
cutter rido around town, The fellow, who 
was foiled in hia dastardly attempt of as- 
saulting the girls after ho reached a lonely 
place la tho country, whipped up his horse 
and escaped by turning down a cross road. 

Scholsea and Evenson escorted the two 
hysterical vistims to the city and reported 
tbe assault to tbe police, with the result 
that within a few minutes every officer in 
Kenosha was seat out on a still hunt for 
the scoundrel, aad the search was contin- 
ued all night. 

'-The stranger hired a horse and cutter 
from a Kenosha liveryman shortly before 8 
o'clock In tho evening. He drove down 
the main streets of the city and, seeing two 
youag girls on the walk, nsked them if 
they did not waat to take a cutter ride: 
The girls, only 13 years os age, were going 
to the Bijou theater to attend tho perform- 
ance, but thought they misht enjoy a ride 
that far at least, and so they got in. The 
man did not atop at the theater, however, 
but went by. at a fast clip, out into tbe 
country. When he reached a point two 
mites north of tho city he attacked one of 
tha little glrlain isucn a. manner, tbat her 
physicians fear fatal results may follow,' 
Both the girls screamed and struggled but 
the fellow would not release them until he 
heard another cotter approaching, when bo 
jumped out and ran. 

John Scbolzen and Chris Evensen of Ba- 
bine were the occupants of tbe approach- 
ing cutter, and, hearing the cries of tho 
girls, whipped up their horses and gave 
chase, When tbe girls saw that help was 
at band they jumped out of the cutter. 
Their assailant, seeing that he would be 
captured unless he stuck to his cutter, 
ngaia ran back to it, jumped in and whip- 
ped up his horse. It was quite dark at 
tbat hour, and soma timo was lost by tbo 
Raccne men in getting tha girls into their 
cutter, so that the villian escaped them. 

They bad a- spirited team and the horses 
were sent over the road as fast as they could 
travel, but they failed to find any trace of 
tha fellow,- and it is thought that ha took 
another rond. ■ The liveryman's horse 'and 
cutter were found walking the streets at an 
early hour the next morning, the stranger 
having abandoned the rig.

early hitched chief. TJnforttifiaioTy, 
many of (the early botched chicks die, 
from various causes, hut It is worth 
considerable trouble to take all the 
precautions possible to rnlse nil tho 
chicks that are born bcnltby. One of 
the best methods of doing this Is to pro- 
vide a special house for the hens and 
their broods. Such i\ house should be 
low, not expensive, and built so that 
the greatest posslblo amount of sun- 
light can enter It If this sunlight Is 
admitted through glass placed close to 
the floor care must be taken to cover 
this glass at night 

The space for each hen and her 
brood need not be large, four feet 
square would be ample, just enough 
to provide plenty of room for exercise 
on the part of the chicks. If this room 
for exercise is given the chicks will not 
huddle so closely about the mother In 
■ cold wenthor, but will run around, bask 
, in the sun and pick up small grain If It 
is plnccd where .they can get it, in the 
chaff on the floor. All this Is trouble, 
of course, hut it makes strong, healthy 
chicks and reduces the number of 
deaths among early hatched chicks to 
a minimum.

Thero 
arc a. number o'f devices for this pur- 
pose, nud one of the best of them Is 
tho window frame covered with mils'- 
Iln. Remember that close confinement 
and foul air predispose tho cow to tu- 
berculosis, and that fresh air and plen- 
ty of It will enable her to do Iter share, 
not only as a milk producer but as a 
mother.

WRECK OF THE VALENCIA. |f RAN EMPTY TRAIN. 

ffat n Passciiiccr tram Jerrn-r City 
(II I'KtMluirK — lUiicitnl vi- Trip. 

It cost the I'ennsylvnnln rnllroad 
and the l'tilhnnn 1'alncc Car Company 
(125 on CI iris turns day to-run a train 
without nny passengers from Jersey 
City to IMJlshtirft. The train, tho 
Pennsylvania limited, one of the finest 
nn tho -road, consisted of an engine 
baggnga car, diner and three couches 
when It pulled out of Jersey City at 
11:24 u, in, uu Monday, nutl when It 
reached I'lttsburg nt f)ifl£ o'clock that 
night, the only passengers It carried 
were the three changes of Pennsylvania 
crews and the regular Pullman crew, 

The run was strictly according to 
schedule, but not n ticket wns punched, 
not a meal was served, or a piece of 
baggage handled. Nobody worked but 
the cugluecrs and firemen. 

Three cooks basted fowls and created 
good things In' tho culinary lino for 
four waiters to serve the passengers 
who didn't come. A barber waited In 
vnln for "Next I" and the Pnlman con- 
ductor lmd plenty of time to admire 
his new uniform. All tills cost the 
company, founded by the Into George 
Pullman, good cash, and, ns for the 
Pennsylvania, why, there were thrc.» 
conductors who didn't conduct, while 
twolvo brnkemen and three baggage- 
masters twirled their thumbs Instead 
of lantern, flag or trunks. A lone Sten- 
ographer had tlmo ,to waste, and the 
wear and tear ou the .train, the equip- 
ment of which represented about $45,- 
000, kept ou with every turn of tho 
wheels. 

It Is doubtful If n railroad train ever 
made such a run before. Joseph Brown. 
Hie Pennsylvania conductor who had 
chargo of the train from Jersey City 
to Philadelphia, said that In his forty-

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^OletAllatltm by Congress to punish 
railroads for discontinuing the Issuance 
of passes ' Is threatened. Members, 
some of them classed among. tho lead- 
ers, are frankly discussing tho form 
this retaliation shall take. -Strangely 
enough there seems no disposition ta 
punish tho railroad by uniting In tbe 
passage .of a strong railroad rate regu- 
lation law. Tbe plan which receives 
most favor Is to reduce tho appropria- 
tion for 'the transportation" of. the 
malls. Tho railroads yearly receive 
from tho government about $30,000,- 
000 for carrying the malls. Under the 
plea of using money for; extending the 
rural free delivery service, it will be 
proposed to reduce this amount by 
$10,000,000, Congressmen taking the 
position tbnt whatever tho railroads 
gain by epttlng off passes should be 
so much monoy saved to tho govern- 
ment. 1 

A now typo of siege gun has boon 
completed by the. ordnance department 
nt tho Kock Island arsenal nnd has 
been shipped to tho Sumiy nook prow 
lug grounds for n test, The new 
weapon throws a sixty-jiound projec- 
tile. This is five pounds heavier than 
tho projectile now thrown from tho five-

Disaster Adds Another Trnsr«dr (• 

tbe Annul* nt tilt- Hen, 

The wreck of tho steamer Valencia 
off tho west coast of Van con v or Island 
adds to tho annals of the sea a tragedy 
that will Jong, bo remembered. All 
but fifteen of the 150 persons on board 
were drowned. The loss of life was 
not so great as that In a number of 
wrecks of similar character, but tho 
peculiarly dramatic nnd cruel circum- 
stances .of the disaster heighten Its 
horrors. As in tha case of many lll- 
fatcd vessels wrecked In that vicinity, 
tho Valencia, steering by dead reckon- 
ing In n fog, got off Its course and 
struck a reef. Threatened with link- 
ing, the captain chose to hurt his ship 
against the coast, which at tbls point 
Is a precipitous wall of rock. 

J'rom an early hour Tuesday morn- 
ing until some tl mo Wednesday tho 
man and women huddled on the deck 
of tbe Valencia confronted the pros- 
pect of nlmost certain death with dry 
land and safely lying- apparently al- 
most within a stone's throw. The 
heavy .sea which kept pounding the 
vessel against tho rockB prevented the 
use of lifeboats, those lowered bolng 
beaten to pieces against the side of 
tho ship. Two sailors managed to 
gain the shore and climbed up the 
cliff for some distance, only to reach 
a point wroro they could neither pro- 
ceed nor retreat As they tt**M below 
high-water mnrk, this add^ horror, 
enacted before the eyes of file paascn- 
gers, showed the hopelessness of es- 
cape in that direction. Even tho ves- 
sels which were sent to make a be- 
lated attempt at rescue succeeded only 
In raising false hopes. 

Various reasons are advanced for 
tho fact that tho Valencia was out of 
its course. Tho fog, tho difficulties o£ 
navigating the channel leading Into 
Juan do* Kuca strait, and the powerful 
ocean currents doubtless combined to 
decclvo the navigators and bring tho 
ship Into danger. It remains to be 
seen whether, a measure of responsi- 
bility does not also rest upon tho Can* 
adinn government tor/Its failure to 
maintain lights and bell buoys and 
other protective devices on a treacher- 
ous shore which has caused tho de- 
struction of Qfty-slx vessels nnd the 
loss of 711 lives within forty years. 
At least tbe absence of coast guards 
and lines of communication seems to 
have been responsible for Hie long in- 
terval that elapsed before news of tho 
vessel's' predicament reached the near- 
est port; and an attempt at rescue was 
made possible, 

The deadly "west coast" of Van- 
couver Island Is one of the world's 
most famous marine graveyards. In 
forty years fifty-six vessels and 711 
lives have been loat^ all within a few 
miles of the scene of the wreck of the 
Valencia. In addition to the Valencia 
the King David and Pnss of Molford 
have been wrecked In the post month. 
With the King David seven lives were 
lost, while twenty-six perished on tho 
Pass of MJlford. In the ,lnst forty 
years the following wrecks, In whlcli 
more than ten lives were lost, have 
occurred oa the same const:

Tbe great magnitude of the inheritance 
which fatla to the grandsons of Mr. Field 
may. be noted from the' fact that young 
Marshall Field is to receive thrco-ufths 
and Henry Field two-flf tha of the residua 
of the estate and ia addition tlia benefit 
of a trust fund of $5,000,000, Thus they 
practically now are worth anywhere from 
$85,000,000 to $50,000,000 each.

STEAMER VALENCIA AT MERCY 
OF PACIFIC STORM. 



Hrrt Off Vnnfhnvrr Inland, Lftiis 
I Iron licit by .Mttrhirrx, la diminu- 
tion l.'iMiit IVhtoli Vessel In HiikIi- 
«*il— Mnuy I(<-|Mirii-il I.im(, 

The steamer Valencia of the Pacific 
Const Steamship Company's licet on 
the Sau Francisco- Pugot Bound route, 
with ninety, n I no passengers nnd ■ a 
crew of Nfty on board, went ashore on 
the rocks at the base of n precipitous 
cliff ou tin; most Inaccessible section of 
the Vancouver Island const, Tim Va- 
lencia drove ou to tbo rocks during a 
dense fog while trying to make the 
entrance of Juuu tie Fucn strait early 
Tuesday. 

Although only the most menger in- 
formation of the wreck wns obtain- 
able up to a lute hour, It Is known 
thnt several lives wore lost In attempts 
to reach tho shore. Bxnctly how mnny 
perished in this way nntl In the first 
confusion attending tbo wreck is not 
definitely known. 

The Valencia sailed from San Fran- 
cisco Saturday evening nnd carried up- 
wnrd of 100 passengers and sailors. 
At uoon Tuesday she wns to hnve tied 
to her pier In Seattle harbor. Instead, 
bits of her wreckage wore being dash- 
ed wildly against tho cliffs and the 
sands of the bench of Vancouver Isl- 
and, 

Of those on board when the vessel 
wont down, only nine are known to 
have got to land ami safety, These 
were picked up by Indians ou the 
west coast of Vancouver, nenr a fish- 
ing village known ns Cnrmnunb, It Is 
learned from those that 'tho Valencia 
struck the rocks near Bealo Point. Iu 
an Instant she was sinking, Out of 
the blackness of the waters arose a 
false light which beckoned tier to 
death. SIjq dashed upon tho reef with- 
out warning. And like a shell, she 
was ground Into fragments. Those 
who escaped did so clinging to parti- 
cles of the wreckage* - 

The accident happened when half 
the passengers wero In • their state-, 
rooms. So mo were undressed. None 
was prepnrcd to take to the bellow- 
ing waves, In the west the clouds

France persuaded President Castro to 
withdraw Ids offensive note, hut could 
not i ml hit hint to deal with M, Taigny, 
the French charge d'affaires, although 
dee luring that the oillclnl act which 
made him obnoxious, wns exactly In 
accordance with directions from tho 
French foreign oillce. France assumed 
all responsibility lii the matter, but 
this was not mttllelcnt to satisfy Pres- 
ident Cnstro, who uppenrs to have 
taken » personal dislike to M. Tntgny. 

Of course, Iho original causo of tho 
strained ruhitldns between France nnd 
Venezuela was the alleged failure of 
tho French Cable Company to live up 
to Us franchise obligations, and this 
alleged failure npitenrs to have appeal- 
ed all the more urgently to President 
Cnstro, because of the Cable Com- 
pany's assistance to revolutionists 
whom President Cnstro nt the tlmo 
wng engaged in suppressing, Indeed, 
the Cable Company was charged by 
President Castro with supplying the 
revolutionists both Information nnd 
money, nnd whether this Is true or not, 
It served ns an excellent pretext for 
giving the Cable Company's failures 
In other directions Immediate nttcn- 
tlon. The French government entered 
protest, President wnstro nnsworod 
smartly and it was Iu tlie cusulug con- 
troversy "thnt M. Ttilgny Incurred 
Preside nt Castro's disfavor. 

France has a large fleet In tho Im- 
mediate vicinity of Venezuela, nnd 
will probably use It, If It shall full to 
adjust matters through the agency of 
the American minister who now repre- 
sents the French foreign olllco.' But 
whether or not France employs forco 
[u compelling Cnstro to behnvo de- 
cently, It Is n fiiregnue conclusion that 
Venezuela will receive little, If any, 
encouragement from tilts country. It 
Is nut Impossible, that France may be 
even Joined by the United States lu her 
efforts to compel respect for foreign 
Interests.

bers, nnd these, blown by tho gulo driv- 
ing mndly from tbo west, were brought 
to safety. How many thus wero res- 
cued is not known. 

The Valencia wub owned by the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company and 
was being used as an extra bont In 
tbo California and Alaska trade, Af- 
ter the recent accident to tho steamer 
City of Pueblo she was placed Iu the 
SenttlorSnn rrnnclsco trade in connec- 
tion with her sister ships, the Umatilla 
and the Queen. Last summer tho Val- 
encia wns on tho Nome run nnd was 
one of the best known vessels on the 
coast. She has brought to Seattle mil- 
lions of gold and thousands of fortu- 
nate, rcturnlug minora.

Tho regula- 
tion's Tea.u Ire every carrier to start nt a 
certain hour and maintain n regular 
schedule and nrrlvo nt given points at 
approximately the snino moment day af- 
ter day; mid they are required to cover 
a prescribed distance, mid make their 
circuit without deviating there from un- 
der any circu instances, sick or well, 
storm or sunshine, mid they do it. Tho 
number of complaints Is very email nnd 
tho cases requiring discipline, are very

AUorm-r flm-sml sllrrnl aire* Opin- 
ion n« Jli'iHIril to Cltl**", 

Under tlio theory that the now Illinois 
primary election law is Intended to regu- 
late and Kovprn political parties, Attor- 
ney C en era I Stead, In nil Interpretation 
of Its applicability to cities, villages nnd 
Incorporated towns having a population 
in excess of 1,000, expresses tha opinion 
thnt the law does not apply to nomina- 
tions In municipalities where party lines 
nre not drawn at city elections. As orig- 
inally drown tbe Mil provided only for 
primary elections In counties, nnd a 
study of the act reveals thnt, ns applied 
to cities, it has not been wholly harmon- 
ized, although, the Attorney Qcnernl 
nays, the general intention of the Leg- 
islature Is evident. Accordingly, It Is 
held, where nominations nro made for 
villnge olllceni hi a village which Is not 
divided into wards, there would bo only 
one polling place. Then the 'Judges ap- 
pointed for county elections would not 
net as Judges hi city elections, hut the 
regularly constituted city and village 
Judges would act ns primary election 
judges In such cities and villages. A pri- 
mary for a city or village, following the 
analogy, would he called by the city com- 
mittee. The judges would keep the name 
number of registry poll hooks and tally 
ehecU as are kept by the judges of pri- 
mary elections In counties. The clerk 
must exercise his own judgment M to 
the method of making public announce- 
ment of the color of the ballots.
